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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a response to the amendment received on June 12, 2009 which 
has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-4 are pending in the application. 

-The 102(b) rejection of claim 4 has been withdrawn due to applicant amending 
the claim with limitations not disclosed by the prior art of record used in the rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for: 

-(as to claim 1 ) an eccentrically oscillating gear device having an internal gear 
having internal gear pins on an inner periphery, a carrier rotatable to the internal gear, a 
pair of bearings having a ring body disposed between an outer periphery of the carrier 
and inner periphery of the internal gear, an external gear having trochoid teeth on an 
outer periphery with cut top portions and engaged with the gear pins, the external gear 
is fitted to a crank shaft portion and disposed between the pair of bearings wherein 
receiving portions are formed at an end surface portion of an external gear side of the 
bearings for receiving ends of the gear pins to regulate movement of the pins to a 
carrier side and in combination with the limitations as written in claim 1 . 

-(as to claim 4) an eccentrically oscillating gear device having an internal gear 
having internal gear pins on an inner periphery, a carrier rotatable to the internal gear, a 
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pair of bearings having a ring body with an inner and outer race disposed between an 
outer periphery of the carrier and inner periphery of the internal gear, an external gear 
having teeth engaged with the gear pins, the external gear is fitted to a crank shaft 
portion and disposed between the pair of bearings wherein an end face of the outer 
race of one of the bearings is adjacent an end of the gear pins to regulate movement in 
an axial direction of the external gear and in combination with the limitations as written 
in claim 4.
